A, B. ^[arcou i>ublislie(l in Bulletin 30 of the Unite<l 
States ^^Ttional ]\Iusenni3 an ‘'Annotated catalofrne of tlie published 
writings of Charles Abiathar White." eovei ing the period from 1800 t(» 
1885, inelusive. The present list is a (*ontinuation of that (*atalogne, 
the entries being numbered eonseentively through both lists, bringing 
Doetor White’s i)ersonal bibliogra])hy down to the close of 1807. The 
first live entries were inadvertently omitted from the earlier catalogue, 
and are, tlierefore, not in their regular ehronological order. 

Charles A, White was born in Xorth Dighton, Bristol County, 5Ias 
sachnsetts, on January 30, 1820. In 1838 he removed with his fathers 
family to Iowa, where he resided until 1873. For thirty-seven years 
his writings and his labors have related chiefly to S(‘ientifi<* subjects, 
especially geology and paleontologj", and during that time he has held 
many official positions and rec^eived many academic and ])rofessional 
honors. 

He received the degree of ]\I. I>. from Rush Medical College, Chicago, 
in 1803 and the degree of A. ^I. in 1800 from Iowa State College, lb* 
was State geologist of Iowa, by legislative appointment, from 1800 to 
1809, inclusive: professor of natural history in the Iowa State Hiiivtu* 
sity from 1807 to 1873: professoi* of natural history in Bowdoin College 
from 1873 to 1875: inileontologist to the geographical and geological 
surveys west of the one hundredth meridian in charge of Lieutenant 
George M. Wheeler, in 1874; geologist and ]ialeontologist to the Cnited 
States Geological Survey of the Territories, in charge of Major J. W. 
Powell, in 1875: geologist and paleontologist to the United States Geo- 
logical Survey of the Territories, in charge of Doctor F. V. Hayden, 
from 1870 to 1879; <*urator in charge of the paleontological colle(*tions 
of the United States Xational ^Museum trom 1879 to 1882; detailed in 
1881 to act as chief of the Artesian Wells Commission under the aus])ices 
of the United States Department of Agriculture : gef)logist and jnileon- 
tologist to the United States Geological Survey from 1883 to 1892. and 
he now holds the relation to the Smithsonian Institution of associate 
in paleontology.
